many as three distributioas of prizes to Synagogue Religious 


Classes last Sunday. The circumstance gives additional point to the suggestion 
which Mr. F. D. Mocaita made a short time ago, and Mr. B. L. Cohen repeated on 
Sunday at Berkeley Street, to the effect that such functions might with advantage 
be combined, instead of being separated as they are at present. The prosent method 
involves a useless expenditure of time and energy, besides giving rise to the 
danger of the diminution of the audiences to a point which amounts almost to a 
personal slight upon the gentlemen who undertake the taak of presiding: 
Last week, for instance, the assemblage that met to listen to Dr. Fried- 
linder in North London was absurdly small, and numerically quite out of pro- 
portion to the standing of the chief speaker on the occasion. A combined dis- 
tribation of prizes to the pupils of the various classes would ensure a large 
audience, the enthusiasm which is inseparable from numbers, and the presence of 
a first-rate man to preside. Distributions, as they are now managed, 
have the disadvantage of using up the best men of the community too rapidly. 
If the co-operative system were adopted, a chairman of light and leading might 
be sccured every year, and this fact in itself would increase the attendances 
and heighten the impressiveness of the proceedinzs. 

The appeal on behalf of the Building Fand of tho Jewish Working Men's : 
Club, which Mr. Lawrence A. Isaacs, the Chairman of the Clab, male in onr last 
issue, is eminently deserving of a generous response. The premises of the Club 
are in urgent need of enlargement in order to provide for the requirements of 
the nembers. A gymnasium, too, is wanted, and it would constitate a very 
desirable addition to the facilities for healthy recreation which are furnished by 
the Club, For these purposes a sum of £3,000 is needed, of which Lord Roth- 
schild and Mr. Samuel ,Montagu, M.P., have each contributed £509. It is to be 
hoped that the balance will be raised without difficulty. The Club is doing good 
work by providing young Jewish men and women with an alternative to tho 
dubious forms of entertainment which abound at the East End. The Club is self- 
supporting aod paysite way without difficulty. But a large capital expenditure is be- 
yond its powers ; and seeing that it confers substantial benefits upon the Jewish 
working classes, and that only on one occasion has it ever applied for external as- 
sistance,its present appeal merits the most sympathetic consideration of the public. 


The steps taken for the purpose of establishing a Jewish Home for Iacura- 
bles are in many ways deserving of attention and approval. The helpless condi- 
tion and the miserable lives of our incurables have for many years 
past occup‘ed the minds of Jewish philanthropists, and many attempts 
have been made to provids aa Lastitution where thes» afllicted mieht 
be received and where their lot might be made happier and brighter. The 
whole community recognised the fact that the incurable invalid was a burden on 
a poverty-stricken family, from which it ought to be relieved, but the problem 
how this was to be done remained unsolved. If those who are in health like t» 
be surrounded by their brethren in faith, and to carry out the religious obser- 
vances to which from childhood they have been accustomed, how much more impor- 
tant does it seem to the weak and suffering, to those who are entirely dependent 
upon othere, who cannot move without assietance, and who require to be nursed, 
and cheered, and comforted. The idea, therefore, of letting thom live perms- 
manently in a non-Jewish institution did notrecommend itself to any thoughtful 
mind, and yet the means for providing a suitable Jewish Home seemed difficult 
of attainment. 


The bonour was reserved for Mr. M. Barnett of finding a way out of te 
difficulty. He knew that the richer members of the community were 60 
frequently called upon for contributions to support the various commanal 
charities that they might reasonably object to any addition being made to those 
institutions. So he turned to a lower stratum in the social ranks and worked 
with so much skill and assiduity that he has brought to the surface gold enough 
to start a small flome with nine or ten inmates. This fact speaks volumes for 
the kind-heartednese of the East End Jews, and shows that we have hitherto too 
much neglected to cultivate a field which can yield such golden grain. The 
house to house canvassing and the weekly collections are also good examples 
which might be followed with advantage by other institutions. Many person 
might be willing to spare 29d. or even 3d. a week, who would find it diflicul 
to give an annual subscription of even a few shillings. We have more than 
once advocated such a course being adopted by the city synagogues. We feel 
sure that it would be the means of increasing the number of their members. 


Great however as has been Mr. Barnett’s success in the East End, the deni- 
zens of the West End must not be contented with simple admiration, They 
must follow the example set them by their inferiors in worldly wealth and give 
liberally from their better filled purses. A very large sum is still required, if @ 
goodly proportion of incurables are to be admitted into the proposed home, If 
ihey are no longer to be allowed to drag out their weary years in workhouses oF 
in the close ill-ventilated rooms where their afilictions are aggravated by want of 
proper food and care, it is the rich members of the community who must now 
come forward and supplement the contributions of their East Ead brethren. 
Those who know what it is to see their loved ones afllicted with some fell 
disease which deprives the sufferer of all that makes life valuable but not of life 
itself, those who have themselves felt bodily pain and can tell from their own 
experience of all the comforts that are required for its alleviation, those who have 
visited the suffering poor and have recognised their patience and resignation, will, 
we are convinced, come forward now and assist the committee in their landable 
endeavour to establish a Jewish Home for Incurables.

STALLS IN WENTWORTH STREET, SPrraALrie.ps.—Mr. M. Van Thal calls our 
attention to a circular issued bythe Whitechapel Board of Works with reference to 
the stalls in Wentworth Street. The circular states: “It is represented to the 
Board that great advantage results from the use of the street at stated times for the 
purpose of the sale of articles of food which are much needed by the inhabitants in 
the neighbourhood. It is also reported to the Board that very great and very unne- 
cessary inconvenience is occasioned to the public requiring to pass through the street, 
by reason of stalls and barrows being so placed as to obstruct the traffic of the atreet, 
and the interference of the Board has been asked Lo put a sLOp Lo such improper use 
of the street. The Board are most anxious to promote regulations that will be of 
advantage to those using Wentworth Street for local purposes, but in doing so they 
must insist upon the observance of reasonable regulations with regard to the public 
traffic of the street. The Board suevest that the ratepayers and tradesmen using 
Wentworth Street should meet and consider the subject -among themselves, and 
suggest some means of preventing the obstruction which is complained of, and that 
a deputation should then be appointed by them to meet a Committee of this Board at 
atime to be appointed for the purpose to discuss the question. By order of the 
Board.—Atrrnp TurNER, Clerk.

The monthly meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Wednead ly «at the 
Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks. In the 


‘ absence of the honorary officers, Mr. M. Castello, one of the Auditors, presided ; and 


there were present: Messrs. D, L. Alexander, H. Barnett, B. Birnbaum, B. L. Cohen, 
Lewis Davis, Ellis A. Franklin, A. A. Jones, Joshua M. Levy, Daniel Marks, A. 
Mocatta, Leopold Schloss, Oswald J. Simon, 8. Simons, Lucien Wolf. 

The Board resolved that in conjunction with the Anglo-Jewish Association (the 
Council of which had suggested that the two bodies should act together in the 
matter), addresses of congratulation should be presented to the Queen and the 
Prince and Princess of Wales on the approaching marriage of the Princess Louise of 
Wales. 

The preparation of the addresses was left to the Presidents and Secretarios of 
the two Boards. " 

The Solicitor and Secretary formally reported the presentation of an address to 
the Shah ; and it was resolved that the Vice-President (Mr. J. Sebagw Montefiore) 
who represented the Board on the occasion, should be requested to furnish a report 
of the proceedings at Buckingham Palace. | 

The minutes were read of a Conference of the Conjoint loreign Committee of 
the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association relative to the Shah's visit and to 
the affairs of the Jews in Persia. The last-named subject resulted in a corres- 
dence with the Foreign Office, and the letters received from the Marquis of Salisbury 
will be found in another column, 

The SoLiciTor and SECRETARY reported that the Conjoint Foreign Committee 
had forwarded an address to Sir W. Kirby Green, British Mjnister to Moroceo (who 
had recently visited England owing to ill-health), expressing hopes for his recovery, 
and thanking him for his interest in the Jews of Morocco. 

Various other formal matters were disposed of, and the meeting terminated 
with a vote of thanks to the chair.

Movement has also been recently initiated, having for its object 


the establishment of a synagogue at the opposite point of the compiss. The 
impulse which has stirred the activities of the Jews at New Cross has 
rebounded to the farthest limit in the opposite direction, and has made itself 
felt at Hampstead. A notable feature in the latter movement is the ten- 
dency it has disclosed to introduce such modifications into the Service of 
the synagogue as will bring it into closer harmony with modern ideas and 
wants, The tendency, in so far as it has taken practical shape, is not of a 
very pronounced character, but it is significant as indicating dissatisfaction 
with the existing character of public worship, and as a symptom of that rest- 
lessness which is almost inseparable from a healthy spiritual life. A cog- 
nate event is the introduction of Bible Readings ia English into the Service 
of the New West End Synagogue—an innovation which has been since 
adopted in other places of worship. 

Another indication of religious vigour is to be discerned in the growth 
of the Congregational Religious Class movement, which within the space of 
afew years has extended to every synagogue possessed of a preacher, Closely 
akin to this movement is the practice of holding Confirmation Services 
which has been initiated within the last few weeks at the Central Synagogue, 
Mr. I’ay’s experiment was outwardly so successful that its adoption in other 
Synagogues is almost certainly but a question of a very short time. The 
spiritual value of such agencies as aljuncts to the educational influences of 
the Congregational Religious Class cannot be doubted fora moment. At a 
time when Judaism is engaged in a trial of strength with the materialistic 
tendencies of the age no expedient must be neglected that will increase its 
chances of victory. Outside the Synagogus the work of education is pro- 
gressing quietly but satisfactorily. The great Jewish schools of London 
fully maintain their efficiency, and occasional weakness in the subscription 
lists is compensated by the addition of men of intelligence and culture 
like Mr, A.de Marros Mocarra to the ranks of active workers in the educa. 
tional field. Education and Charity are the common ground on which Jews 
of diverse religious views now meet and join-theic forces. The circumstance 
of Mr. de Matros Mocarra,a member of the Berkeley Street Synagogue, 
being elected President of the Borough Jewish Schools is matched by the 
incident of the Delegate Curer Rasni presiding at the Distritution of 
Prizes to the pupils of the Jewish High School for Girls, an_ institution 
which rightly or wrongly has always been identified with the Reform body, and 
by the fact of Mr. Bexsauin L. Coney, a Vice- President of the United Syna- 
gogue, presiding at a similar ceremony last Sunday at the Berkeley Street 
Synagogue. The Jewish School, again, has found a valuable auxiliary in 


the Board School Classes established by the Jewish Association for the 


Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. Two thousand five hundred scholars 
of various East End Board Schools are receiving a Jewish education at 
these Classes, and the approaching establishment of Classes at the Board 
School in Hanbury Street, Mile End, will bring the number within measur- 
able distance of three thousand. Nor have the needs of the poor been 
allowed to monopolize attention in the educational domain, Thanks to the 
energy and public spirit of the Board of Deputies and of the Rev, Joun 
Cuarman, valuable concessions have been obtained for Jewish candidates, 
tending to relieve them from the necessity of attending examinations on 
Sabbaths and Festivals. The community is further indebted to Mr, Caar- 
wan for his suceessful endeavours to obtain the recognition of Hebrew as an 
examination subject by University authorities and by the Royal College of 
Preceptors. 

From education to charity is a natural transition, The work of the 
Board of Guardians has pursued the even tenour of its way, and there are 
hut two facts that render its recent history in any degree momentous; 
First there has been asensible and very gratifying decline in the number of 
the immigrant poor—a happy circumstance which has materially lightened 
the labours of the managers of our great charitable organisation. Secondly 
an attempt, though an abortive one, has recently been made to effect an 
amalgamation between the Board and the kindred institution of the Sephar- 
dim. The effort made to achieve this union proves at least the existence on 
both sides of a recognition of the advantages aceraing from concerted action | 
and the growth of fraternal feeling between the two communal sections. That 
amalgamation, like every theoretically desirable change, is but a question of 
time there is no doubt. We can only express the hope that it may come 
speedily. 

Thanks to the intervention of the Board of Deputies, and particularly to the 
exertions of Mr. Lewis Emanoet, the Board’s zealous Solicitor and Secretary, 
arrangements have at length been made for the reception of Jewish boys and 
girls into Industrial Schools under conditions which will admit of the cbildren 
learning and practising their religious daties. The community is to be con- 
gratulated on the termination of a protracted difficulty which once seomed to 
defy solution. If the Board of Deputies has been active, its former rival, 
the Anglo-Jewis Association, has not been idle, The conditi m of the 
foreign communities of Jews residing among imperfectly civilised popula- 
tions has received from the Association continuous an] conscientious atten- 
tion. The question of education, the one great specific for the ills which

three yeare. The number of pupils on the register is 65, of whom 45 are children of 
memters and 18 of non-members. The average attendance during the season has 
been 48. Theclarses, which are six in number, are under the direction of the Rev.

The examination of the pupils took place at thevlose of the session, 
the Ist and 2nd classes being examined by the Rev. Prof. Marks, the third and fourth 
c’asees by Mr. D. A. Levy, the fifth and sixth classes by the Rev. IL Harris, The 
Classes Committee express their thanks to the Council of the West Loaden Syna- 
gogue for providing a piano for the use of the classes. They likewise offer their 
grateful acknowledgment to an anonymous friend of the classes wh», as in the 
previous year, has again generously defrayed the expense of the prizes. 

The CHAIRMAN next proceeded to distribute the prizes, and then deliverelda 
brief address, his rising being the signal for loud applause.

JEWS’ INFANT SCHOOLS. 

On Tuesday last the annual general meetiog of the contribstors to the Jews’ 
Infant Schools was held at the School, Commerotal Street, Sir JuLIAN Gotosmtp, 
Bart., M.P., President, occupied the Chair, and amongst those present were Mra. F. 
Alexander, Miss Emily Levy, Messrs. Lowis Emanuel, Walter Josephs, F. D, Mocatta, 
A. de Mattos Mocatta, Henry Solomon and Lionel Van Oven : 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the Report and Balance-Shee’, which 
was unanimously carried, sail that the past year had been a most important one 
for the’ schools. Owing to the lamented death of the late Head-Mistress, the 
managem nt of the echools had been practic ly re-vrranged, and al:hoagh both 
achoo's were under one Committe, they were s*parately managed. This excited a 
healthy rivalry between the tw» schools, and could only b» productive of beneficial 
results, The new school in Buckle Street, which was adwirable in its arrangements, 
was rapidly filling uo, He heped and believed it would prove to b> of creat benefit 
to the Jewish population of the dist ict. Beiog on the other sile of Whitechapel, it 
rerved what was practically another part of the metropolis which was largely ovca- 
pied by poor Jews. There was stilla debt of £1,100 upon the new building, and he 
«ould be extremely sorry if muc' time elapsed before the friends of the schools 
effected the discharge of that itability. Ile was glad t) say that the teachers were 
very on: reste, and tha’ the hea th of the schools was moet +a isfactory. In fact on 
all handa the co .tributors might be congratu'ated upon the progress during the 
pass year. 

The Report containe] the revults of the Goveramoat examinations and of tha 
Iie brew examinations, and stated that on the 5th March the Backle Street Sebo ols 
were consecrated by the Rey. Dr. Hermann Adler; and on the sam evesing the 
anniversary ball was held at the Hotel Mctrop le, aid producol nearly £1,300 for 
the Maintenance and £570 forthe Building Fand. Toe Committ ce record with der 
regret the loss of Miss Anna Maria G lla nid, to whtom toa great extent the founda- 
tion of the school was due, and of Miss Harris, who retained to the last her position 
as Ileal Mistress of these Schools, for al: hough it was for some time little more than 
a nominal offiee, the Committee felt that her position at the ec \ou's was the one great 
object of her life, and that so long as she lived, hor icfluence over the teachers gene- 
rally was highly beneficial. Much of the charitable work, which she carrie! on 
unconnected with the absolute school requirements, mustof necessity be relinquished; 
or, if continued, be carried oa elsewhere thaa at the schoola, Mr. C. G. Montefiors 
and some of the Lidice’ Committee, especially Miss Emily Levy ant Mrs Weiner, 
have made arrargements for giving dinners io the winter sosson at Commercial 
Strect, and no doubt many other of Miss Harris's charitable efforts, such asthe Tidy 
Home Prizes, will becirried ou by different lvties; bat the poor Jews of London 
have Ll sta friend and adviser, to whim it will be difficult to find a parallel.

nication, Her Majesty's Charge d' Affaires at Teheran bad already been instracted to urge 
the Persian Goveinment ts make enquiry and t» take the necessary precautions, 

A telegram has now been received from Mr. Kennedy stating that he has received 
full assurance that every protection is afforded to Jews in Persia, As regards the case 
referred to you in your letter, it is stated that a Jew and a Massalman having had a dis- 

pute over a amall sam of moaey, the latter kicked the Jew in the stomach, from the 
effects of which h» died in three days. The Mussulman, who was arrested, has been 
released on bail. Mr, Kennedy adds that he will draw the earnest attention of the Per- 


* gian authorities to this incident.
